_ Murphy handed down his findings In 


the Burdick inquest today and de- 
clared that the identity of the mur- 
derer had not 
been proved. The 


statement is an exhaustive review of 
the evidence brought out during the 
inquest. 


Special attention is given to the 


Roderick Devlin, night caller on 


the -Wabash, at 2:45 this morning 
came across a man lying at the cor- 
ner of Melita and Webster streets. 
At first he thought 
the man was 


drunk, 
but upon 
examination he 


found him to be seriously injured and 
unconscious. The lad called for as- 
sistance, nnd when help arrived Dr. 
E. J. McOscar was called to attend 
the injured man. Ke proved to be 
Bert Foley, of 403 Bass street, and 
the patrol wagon was called to take 
him to his home. Upon examination 
it was found that he had sustained 
a severe cut across the back of the 
head and also had several other in- 
juries in the scalp. Mr. Foley claims 
that he had been assaulted by sev- 
eral men, who jumped on him from 
behind and beat him severely. Thej 
police do not put much faith in the 
story, however.

dent Kcosevelt has issued a general 
order in the nature of an amnesty 
toward a certain class of prisoners 
•which will affect more than a hun- 
dred prisoners confined in the Uni- 
ted States peni'entiary at Atlanta, 
Ga. 


In the early part of 1902, upon the 


completion of the Atlanta 
peniten- 


tiary, a number of United States 
prisoners incarcerated in penitentia- 
ries in Ohio and 
New York were 


transferred to the United States pen- 
itentiary at Atlanta. 


i 
By reason of the transfer of these 


i prisoners their terms of 
imprison - 


mcnt were increased in some cases ta 
the extent of three or four years, for 
the reason that the Ohio and Kew 
York laws relating 'to the diminu<- 
tion of sentences for good behavior, 
which by the federal statutes were 
made applicable to United 
States 


prisoners, were very much more Kb- 
eral than the federal statutes under 
which such diminution of senten=es 
is permitted in federal institutions. 


The last congress repealed the fed- 


eral statutes making state laws ap 
plicable to United States 
prisoners 


and enacting a very 
liberal 
com- 


nmntation to the law applicable to 
all United States prisoners wherever 
confined.
